Thege 
airfields are west of the Pyongyang-Kaesong railroad and north ané 

south of Sinch'on (125-30, 36-21), covering an area from Chacryonggang 

to Sinwonni, (125-0, 38-12). In order to avoid expected ground fire, 

the planes would use a standard flight corridor off Inchon (126~38, 37~28). 


A major ground battle wuld be fought on 500 hille between Opyongni 
(127-53, 37-00) and Kwimoktong (127-2), 37-56). The purposes of this 
offenaive would be to create equilibrium between the western and 
eastern fronts, to regain the initiative, to bring preasure to affect 
the Kaesong peace talka, and to use a shooting war for a foundaticn 
for a cold war with the ultimate objective of bringing the negotistions 
for a cease fire to a satisfactory conclusion, not of driving the 
eneny into the sea.
